OUR DUTIES DEFINED. 


"The Great Thing In life I> to Do Oar Duty 


to Onr God, In Ottr Homes, »nd to 


Oar Country.'1 


la accordance with the announce- 


ment in last week's GAZETTE, Rev. M 
L. Culler, Sunday evening, in the Lu- 
theran church, preached a sermon to 
Washington Camp No. 81, Patriotic 
Order Sons of America. A large con- 
gregation was present. In compliance 
with the request ol many of our read- 
ers, we take pleasure in publishing 
herewith Rev. Culler's excellent dis- 
course : 
"Render onto Caesar the things that are 


Cresar's; and unto God the things that are 
«od's>." Matthew 23:21. 


The words of the text, which were 


spoken by our Loid and Savior Jesus 
Cnrist, plainly teach that we owe a 
duty, not only to God, hut also to tae 
state or the country m which we are 
citizens—and a duty, not only to the 
state, but also to God—that we have 
act done our whole duty when one 
or the other duty is neglected. A man 
i« not a true Unristian who fails m tne 
duty which he owes his country; and a 
man is not a true patriot who fails to 
meet his obligations to God. 


Tbe text fully sets forth the aims 


•and purposes o£ your order—"God ana 
our country." 
You all are familiar, 
our country 
no doubt, with 
the circumstances 


which led Jesus to utter the words of 
the text. His enemies wished to place 
Him in a dilemma. They asked the 
question whether it was lawful to pay 
'tribute or taxes to the Roman govern- 
ment, of which tear was the head, 
or emperor, and under whose domin- 


Jawish nation had been 


„.„_.-. The Jews hated the Roman 
rule and looked upon it as galling 
slavery and a grievous yoke; but wert 
powerless to oeliver tnemselves, and 
hence their feelings were intensely 
bitter. 
They demanded of Jesus an 


opinion, or judgment, not so much 
for information, lor they knew they 


'ere legally or politically bound to 
but as an opportunity 


ion the 
brought 


pay tribute 
to involve Him in trouble with the 
Jews, or the B. man authorities, ac 
cording to the manner in which He 
would answer their question. 
The 


bussed lord, seeing tue baseness of 
their motives, asked for a penny, or 
Denarius, a Roman coin, on which was 
ionnd the image or likeness of Cre=ar. 
He then uttered the great truth con- 
tained m the text, "Render to Csesar 
the things that are Cesar's: and unto 
God the things that are God's." 


Jesus showed it was their duty to 


pay taxes to Cesar's government since 
they were sublets of it; hut at the 
tame time they were taught to per- 
form all the duties which they owed 
to God. 
Language cannot more fully, 
ana 


in a more comprehensive manner, ex- 
press what the text declares. 
The 


principles and duties of the text are of 
universal application. 
1 know of no 


text of scripture better suited, as a 
basis of remarks for the edification of 
the "Patriotic Sons of America," and 
indeed for all true patriots and Chris- 
tians. 
There are two thoughts, as 


you perceive, in the text—the duty we 
owe our country and the duty we owe 
our God. Notice: 
I. Onr duty to the state or country 


I do not place this duty first because I 
regard it as more important than our 
duty to gcd, but because it stands 
first in the order of the words of the 
text, because it was the question asked 
by the Jews, and I might also say, 
because your order does not 
stand 


specially as a religious organization, 
but for tne purposes of promoting 
patriotism atd good citizenship. It 
will appear manifest as we proceed, 
that the second part of the text, relig- 
ion or our duty to God, underlies all 
our duties to our country. 
II. Patriotism is a great and all im- 


portant virtue. 
No state can exist 


and maintain 
itself 
without the 


devoted and intelligent love of its citi- 
zens 
The illustrious Roman senator, 


Cicero, said of the citizen's duty to the 
state, "When time and need require, 
we should resist with all our might, 
and prefer death to slavery and dis- 
grace," and-"of all human things noth- 
ing is'more honorable or more excel- 
lent than to deserve well of one's coun- 
try." "0, happy death, which though 
due to nature is most nobly given for 
our 
country!" 
The 
Latin poet, 


Horace, said, "It is sweet and glorious 
to die for one's country." 
Cornelius 


Neopos, a Roman historian, said, "No 
government is safe unless protected by 
the good will of the people." Ovid, a 
Litin poet, said, "Our native land 
charms us with inexpressible sweet- 
ness, and never allows us to forget that 
we belong to it." 
Sallust, a Roman 


historian, said, "The safety of a king- 
dom is not its armies, nor its treasures, 
but its friends." But we have greater 
and better authority than were those 
eminent Roman citizens. 
They were 


pagans, yet had those splendid senti- 
ments regarding their country. 


St. Paul, a Roman citizen, but also a 


Christian, a worshiper of the truf 
God, 
the great apostle of the Gentiles, 


a man of superb intellect, largeness of 
heart and human kindness, said, "Let 
every soul be subject to the higher 
powers; for the powers that be are or- 
dained of God. 
Whosoever therefore 


n sisteth the power, resisteth the or- 
dinance of God; and they that resist 
shall receive to themselves condemna- 
tion." "For this pay we tribute also." 
The words plainly set forth the Chris 
tian's duty to his country. 


(a) 
But true patriotism is not a 


blind love for one's country, and clam- 
oring, "My urantry, my country, 
whether right or wrong." 
This is a 


dangerous infatuation 
which may 


lead to anarchy or tyrannical oppres- 
sion. But we may, and can, with a 
sincere heart, under all circumstances. 


we have a great and glorious past, es- 
pecially the Revolutionary and forma- 
tive period of our country, the times 
which tried men's souls, and brought 
out the pure gold of their characters 
The memory of such apolitical ances- 
try steadies the life of the present, ele- 
vates, enlightens and guides it. And 
woe be the time, if it shall ever come, 
and God grant it may never come, 
when our leaders of political thought 
and action shall forget and disregard 
the counsels of our forefathers, or re- 
move the political land-marks which 
have hitherto guided our country into 
the paths of honor and safety. It is 
our duty always to lova our country. 


Well may we we say in the words of 


Longfellow, 
'•Our hearts, our hopes, ara all with the1*, 
Oar hearts, our hopab, our prayers, our 


tears, 
Our faith triumphant o'er our fears, 
Are all with thee, are all with thee." 


And in the lines: 


"Breathes there a man with soul so dead— 
Who never to himself hath said, 
This is my own, 
my native land!" 


(c) We must not forget that in the 


times of peace, when men, immersed in 
the cares of business and the eager 
race to accumulate wealth, are apt to 
neglect their country's good and be- 
come unmindful of her true welfare, is 
the greatest demand for true patriot- 
ism every day, the whole year around 
and every year. While we accord the 
nighest honor and praise and owe a 
debt of gratitude to the men who leave 
sheir homes, fathers, mothers, wives 
ind children to expose themselves to 
the hardships of war and are willing 
to meet death on the bloody battlefield 
for their country's sake, yet we must 
remember that those who remain at 
home are called upon and often do exer- 
cise the highest type of patriotism 
•'The wife who girds her husband's sword, 
'Mid little ones who weep and wonder, 
And bravely speakb the cheering word, 
What though her heart be rent asunder; 
Doomed nightly in her dreams to hear 
The bolts ol war around him rattle, 
Has shed as sacred blood as e'er 
Was poured upon the batllefield! 
The mother who conceals her grief, 
While to her breast her son she presses, 
Then breathes a few brave words and brief, 
Kissing the patriot brow bhe blesses, 
With no one but her loving God, 
To know the pain that weighs upon her, 
Sheds holy blood as e'er the sod 
Received on Freedom's field of honor." 


Tnere is indeed the strenuous de- 


mand for moral courage, which is the 
oasis of real patriotism, amid all the 
ordinary affairs of business, and the 
routine of daily life, without special 
appeals to the senses, or patriotic emo- 
tions, with none of the glamor or mar- 
tial music which stimulates physical 
courage in battle array. 


(d) A true patriot is always jealous 


of his country's honor and credit 
among the nations of the earth. ^ He 
blushes for it, when it lends itself to 
dishonor or oppression. 
He has at 


heart his country's good for its owe 
sake as well as his own welfare 
If 


these United States shall go wrong the 
people have none to blame but them 
selves. 
It will be because we have 


lost our patriotism and have become 
negligent and indifferent in our civic 
duties. 
Designing men have often 


oeen permitted to grasp power by the 
use of bribes in various forms and the 
practice of lying pretenses. But it is 
always in the power of the people to 
correct the evils which may for a time 
efleet a state, or the national govern- 
ment. But they must keep their hands 
clean from tribes and shut their ears 
to th? smooth, but treacherous, words 
of the demagogue and political de- 
ceiver. 
, , 
, . 
(e) Every man who truly loves his 


home is a patriot. A man cannot be a 
patriot who does not love his home 
The homes of a country are the units 
which make up the state. And there- 
fore as the homes are such will be the 
character of the whole country. No 
tice that: 
. . 
III. 
An intelligent recognition and 


performance of our religious duties— 
the duties we owe to God—constitute 
the basis and are the inspiration to 
the faithful performance of our civil, 
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or political duties. The fir>t thoughts 
of our youth are those which pertain 
to God, the source of our existence 
God has given us minds to teach us; 
senses by which we are brought in con- 
tact with the material world—all the 
objects which are around and about 
us; reasoning faculties to furnish the 
soul; understanding, the great survey- 
or of all things; imagination, or inven- 
tion, to make us masters of nature's 


and with a good conscience, even il 
there be errors into which our country 
has been led by the powers that be, 
say "My country, my country, with all 
her faults, I love her still." When a 
true patriot believes his country in the 
wrong, whilst giving it loyal support 
in cheerful obedience to its laws which 
do not violate his conscience, it is his 
duty by lawful means to seek to set 
his country right. 


(b) It is not disloyalty when intelli- 


gent, thoughtful, sincere and honest 
citizens soberly criticise any of the po- 
litical measures of the state or national 
government, although the partisan 
demagogue may raise the hue and cry 
of treason. Such a clamor might pass 
in an absolute monarchy, but not in a 
republic like ours, which is a govern- 
ment of the people, by the people anc 
for the people. A great deal of what 
often passes by the name of patriotism 
consists of the merest bigotry, narrow 
mindedness and selfishness, exhibiting 
itself in party prejudice, conceit and 
hatred. It does not show itself in no- 
ble deeds, but in empty boasting, and 
appeals to unreasoning passions, but 
in no praiseworthy efforts to remedy 
evils, or to advance the country's good 
But as there is a false patriotism, there 
is a true, noble patriotism that invig 
orates and elevates a country by its 
deeds—that leads men to do their duty, 
truthfully, 
to live honest, sober, 


clean, upright lives, to make the best 
use of opportunities for the improve- 
ment of the state—a patriotism which 
cherishes and profits by the memory 
and example of the great and good 
men of the 
past, who by their la- 


lx>rs and sufferings, in the cause of 
political and religious freedom, have 
won for themselves deathless glory 
and for their country free political 
and religious institutions. 
It is a 


gr«atblM|ing to u» Americana, that 


laws; memory, the great book-keeper 
of the records of the mind; will-power, 
which is the master of all our powers, 
the commander of our actions, the 
framer of all our resolutions; judg- 
ment, which is the great counselor of 
the will; affections, by which we can 
love our kindred, our God and our fel- 
low-men. 
These are the truths which, appre- 


hended and put in practice, make all 
the sons and daughters of America true 
patriots. 
When the 
Apostle Paul 


wrote, "The powers that be are ordain- 
ed of God," he meant to teach that civil 
government is the outgrowth of divine 
law; but he did not teach a union of 
church and state. We are all confident 
that the Constitution of the United 
States very wisely and properly guar- 
antees protection to all religious creeds, 
but it deems it wise to make appropria- 
tions of money to none, permitting 
each creed to live in the affection and 
by the voluntary support of its follow- 
ers 
And experience has proven that 


this is best for the church, the people 
and the country. 
Let me say.in conclusion, to one and 


all that the great thing in life is to do 
our duty to our God, in our homes.and 
to our country. This includes all the 
endeavors of life. We each have our 
duty to do in the sphere of life in 
which we have been placed. Duty is 
the end and aim of the highest life; thi- 
truest pleasure of all is that derived 
from the consciousness of its fulfilment. 
In the words of George Herbert, the 
consciousness of duty performed, "gives 
us music at midnight " 


There is much heavenly wisdom ID 


what the imprisoned Queen Caroline 
Matilda of Denmark wrote, as a prayer 
on her chapel window, "On ! Keep me 
innocent' Make others great " 


Duty, not mere success, must be our 


aim; 
for it is true: 
"Sot all who seem to fail have failed; 


Sot all who fail have therefore worked in 


Frederick Crawford, long a citizen of 


Bedford, but for several years a resi- 
dent of Philadelphia, died at his resi- 
dence, 2110 Master street, in the latter 
city, Friday morning, March 22, after 
a long illness, in the sixty-ninth year 
of his age. The cause of his death was 
disease of the kidneys. He was buried 
on Monday. Frederick Crawford, in 
1838, at the age of five years, emigrated 
from Germany with his mother, who 
was a widow, and settled in Cumber- 
land, Md. He there learned the trade 
of a carriage painter and at the age of 
eigb.teen.came to Bedford to work at 
his trade in the carriage-making, shop 
of Josiah Shuck, where he worked sev- 
eral years, and was known as an artist 
in his line. He afterward worked for 
Jonathan Brightbill, and for many 
years in the shop of Henry Beckley, of 
St. Clairsville. Shortly after Mr. Craw- 
ford came to Bedford he formed the ac- 
quaintance of Susan, oldest daughter 
of Lucas Saupp,one of the oldest citizens 
of Bedford county, who at one time 
conducted a brewery in this vicinity, 
and whose sisters, Mrs. Katharine Mil- 
ler and Mrs. Susan Keller, are among 
the oldest residents of Bedford. The 
acquaintance thus formed soon grew 
into a stronger attachment and in 1853 
Mr. Crawford and Miss Saupp were 
married by the Rev. Father Thomas 
Heyden, the first pastor of the Catholic 
church at this place. 
Shortly after 


their marriage the couple removed to 
Cumberland; but remained there only 
a short time, when they returned to 
Bedford, and lived here almost contin- 
uously until 1880, when the family re- 
moved to Pennsylvania Furnace, in 
Huntingdon county. They remained 
there but a short time, when they took 
up their residence in Huntingdon, re- 
maining two years, going from there 
to Hollidaysburg and from the latter 
place, in the autumn of 1883, to Phila- 
delphia, where they have remained 
ever since. Mr. Crawford worked at 
his trade of painter in Philadelphia and 
for the past twelve years had supervis- 
ion of the painting in the Philadelphia 
hospital and almshouse, which is reno- 
vated every year. Mr. Crawford was 
of a sunny, kindly disposition and was 
one of the few men of whom it may be 
truly said he was without an enemy, 
He will be remembered by the older 
residents of Bedford, many of whom ha 
remembered as intimate friends. He 
has always entertained the warmest 
feelings for Bedford, notwithstanding 
his long absence, and was always pleas- 
ed to meet any of his old friends, many 
of whom called at his residence in Phil- 
adelphia . Mr. Crawford is survived by 
his widow and seven children, three 
sons and four daughters—William, who 
resides near Everett; Thomas and Hen- 
ry, who carry on the business of paint- 
ing in Philadelphia; Ella, who married 
Clyde Peck, formerly of Bedford; Su- 


san, 
wife of Samuel H. Pope, formerly 


of the Huntingdon News, now of the 
Philadelphia Evening Bulletin; Kath- 
rine, wife of Henry Hawk, a con- 
tractor in Baldwin's locomotive works, 
Philadelphia, and Delia, who is single 
and remains at home. There are also 


and cultured in mind, deep and firm in 
convictions, broad and warm in sympa- 
thies, loyal in attachment to causes 
and to friends, she occupied a promi- 
nent place in the interests and affec- 
tions of many lives 
As a member of 


the Euclid Avenue Reformed Presby- 
terian church she was active in every 
part of this congregation's work and 
enthusiastically devoted to every inter- 
est of the denomination. Her work, 
however, was not confined to this de- 
nomination. Her individual charities 
were many and to every public move- 
ment that commended itself to her 
judgment she was a generous contrib- 
utor. The work carried en here on 
behalf of lepers had her active support. 
She was one of the organizers of the 
Pittsburg aud Allegheny auxiliary of 
the Mission to Lepers in India and the 
East, and was recording secretary of 
this society from the time of its organ- 
ization until her death."

March 1, 1001, which I was very glad 
to receive, as it brings back many 
reeoliectious of the past. 
The old 


building looks quite natural to me and 
my mind goes back to the time when 
a man (or a tyrant) by the name of 
Campbell taught the school in the 
second-story of the quaint old jail 
building, and the way he used to pun- 
ish the boys and girls for any trivial 
matter. If John Fetterly, Nicholas 
Harmon, William Kean, and boys who 
were older ^thau., myself, and,, my, 
brother, are living, they could tell you 
of Campbell's mode of punishment. 
John A. Blodgett's daughter, Eliza, 
was one of the bright girls who attend- 
ed school there at the time Campbell 
was teacher, and, if living, could 
probably tell you how we used to run 
races from the old jail, across to Mr. 
Lyon's office, south of the new court 
house. 


And how my mind goes back to the 


time when all the names mentioned in 
the paper recall some incident of the 
long-ago. My father's name; 8. L. Rus- 
sell, who was my Sunday school teach- 
er in the basement of the Presbyterian 
church; S. H. Tate; S. M. Barclay, 
Alex. King; John Mower; John A 
Blodgett, who never liked to hear or 
have aboywhistle near him; Joseph W. 
Duncan, tall and slender; Gen. George 
W. Bowman, who was at the time 
editor, &c , of THE GAZETTB; James B 
Sandson, or Sansom, and I think a 
young man by name of William Sipes, 
worked for General Bowman; Joseph 
S. Morrison; Mr. Logan, who married 
Miss Morrison, and all the persons 
named in the paper I so well remember, 
and many, many others whom I hold 
kind remembrances of and for. 


V'hen I commenced this letter I 


only intended to ask you to be kind 
enough to send me a number of (one, I 
mean) THE GAZETTE of March 1, that I 
may keep it to show my children on 
the 5th day of May, 1901, (my "Golden 
Wedding" day) who I expect will be 
present at that date, from California, 
Minnesota, etc , etc. The paper which 
was sent to me was almost worn out 
and torn, so that the old building is 
much the worse for wear. 
I have 


lived here in Decorah for forty-three 
years.with my family. Came here from 
Akron, 0., and I have seen this bean 
tiful city of 4,000 inhabitants grow 
from about 500 souls, and when I 
came here there were only small frame 
buildings to be seen and now we have 
the -reputation of .having- -the very 
handsomest city and greatest business 
place in the Northwest country. 
Our 


business houses (all brick now) are 
from 22x114 and up to 44x114 feet, with 
all the up-to-date improvements, and a 
wide-awake set of business men. 
We 


have nine churches, two business, or 
commercial, colleges, the Norwegian 
Luther college, Sisters Immaculate 
school, a very fine high school and

the commissioners shall have all sucb 
newspapers so bound. 


Section 3. All expenses necessary 


to carry this act into effect shall be 
oaid out of the county treasury.

Tlie Southern Mountaineer. 


It is odd to think that he was not dis- 


covered until the outbreak of the civil 
war, although he was nearly a century 
old then, and it is really startling to 
realize that when one speaks of the 
southern mountaineers he speaks of 
nearly three millions of people who 
live in eight southern states—Virginia 
and Alabama and the southern states 
between—and occupy a region equal in 
area to the combined areas of Ohio and 
Pennsylvania, as big, say, as the Ger- 
man empire and richer, perhaps, in 
timber and mineral deposits than any 
other region of similar extent in the 
world. This region was and is an un- 
known land. It has been aptly called 
'Appalachian America," and the work 
of discovery isyetgoingon. The Amer. 
ican mountaineer was discovered, I 
say, at the beginning of the war, when 
the Confederate leaders were counting 
on the presumption that Mason and 
Dixon's line was the dividing line be- 
tween the north and south, and formed 
therefore the plan of marching aa 
army from Wheeling, in West Virginia, 
to some point on the lakes, and thus 
dissevering the north at one blow. The 
plan seemed so feasible that it is said 
to have materially aided the sale of 
Confederate bonds in England, but 
when Captain Garnett, a West Point 
graduate, started to carry it out, he 
got no farther than Harper's Perry. 
When he struck the mountains, he 
struck enemies who shot at his men 
from ambush, cut down bridges before 
him, carried the news of his march to 
the Federals, and Sarnett himself fell 
with a bullet from a mountaineer's 
squirrel rifle at Harper's Ferry.—John 
Fox, Jr., in the April Scribner's.

JOURNALISTIC VULTURES. 


The Qolntw§«nce of fVlckeilneM—An AI>- 


p»lll«I Crime—Gambling In the Greater 


Xew York. 


Special Correspondence of THE OAZETTB. 


SEW YORK, March S6 -It is peculiar- 


ly sad that even a man ol ex-President 
Harrison's sterling character is not ex- 
empt from the vitriolic shafts of the 
pencil-pushers. 
He lived an honest 


and respectable life for the years allot- 
ted by the psalmist, three score and 
ten. But no matter what the man's or 
tl-e woman's condition has been in the 
past, or is at the present, or may be in 
the future, while the little sentinel 
which has kept watch and ward for 
seventy years has scarcely ceased to 
beat, the red current of life is yet warm 
and the spirit just departed from the 
tenement of clay, a host of journalistic 
vultures, whose trade is lying, must 
dig up the vile slanders that have been 
buried-for years and find their choicest 
pabulum in the reeking rottenness of 
the grave. 


Ex-President Harrison is dead. 
V hen the sun rose Wednesday morn- 


ing the announcement had girdled the 
globe. The first citizen of the republic, 
who had scaled the dizziest heights of 
human ambition, has passed to his re 
ward. From boyhood to age, having 
fulfilled every duty that a citizen owes 
his country or a man his Maker, weary 
with this perilous and tireless journey, 
he lays down to sleep; and it is at this 
late day he is accused of questionable 
acts and that evil reports are raised 


a?ainst him. 
Judged by the highest 


standards that man knows of man or 
man of his God, ex-President Ha'rrisor 
was an honored and faithful citizen. 
Starting life on his father's farm, he 
passed the novitiate of an ordinary 
American boy. From there he finds 
his way to a clerkship in a neighboring 
town and, step by step, he advances, 
and by his efforts reaches a lawyer's 
office and by hard work is atlength ad- 
mitted to the bar. 
Wherever he goes 


he leaves an honorable record behind 
him and eventually he becomes one of 
the most eminent legal counsel in the 
courts of his native state. 


The free state of Indiana at that time 


was not far from the slave state of 
Kentucky and the border ruffian of 
those early days was about equal to the 
pirates that cursed the Straits of 
Malacca and all the way down to the 
Indian sea. Slaves were brought from 
Kentucky and worked on 
Indiana 


farms. 
The Indiana farmers were 


aroused from their beds at midnight 
to hunt down a slave who was seeking 
freedom in Canada. For, alas, there 
was no protection for them within the 
American lines. This duty became so 
onerous that the 
citizens of the 


north rebelled. 
Then came the civil 


war and its consequences. It was in 
the midst of this excitement that Gen- 
eral Harrison was reared. On the or- 
ganization of the Republican party he 
became an earnest worker and so con- 
tinued till his death. 


When the war broke out he went to 


the front and at its close returned 
home, having fulfilled the highest duty 
that the citizen owes to his country 
and his God. 


In due time his countrymen looked 


about for some one to guide the ship oi 
state to a safe harbor. The man select- 
ed was General Harrison, of Indiana 
His great name gave promise of success. 
The elder politicians remembered the 
campaign of his ancestor, another Gen- 
eral Harrison, when the whole country 
was set aflame with log cabins and 
hard eider and the hero of Tippecanoe 
became suddenly the idol of the people 
Though triumphantly elected, his reign 
wts brief and he was succeeded by the 
vice president, John Tyler, who filled 
the presidential office till the end of 
Harrison's term. 


But we must pass swiftly over these 


events in the early forties. During ex- 
President Harrison's presidential term 
his wife died and his daughter, Mrs. 
McKee, became first lady in the land, 
representing her dead mother. 
The 


deference paid her in the position in 
which she had been placed was espe- 
cially gratifying to her and she hoped 
to still occupy her mother's place on her 
lather's retirement from public life. 
The ex-president settled down in his 
old home in Indianapolis and resumed 
his practice of the law. While in 
Washington his wife's niece, her sister's 
child, was a frequent guest in the pres- 
idential household, and, after a time, 
it was said that a jealousy existed in 
the president's family at the marked 
attentions to Mrs. Dimmiek, and it was 
not long until a very bitter feeling ex- 
isted between Mrs. McKee and the lady 
who was then his wife. When his mar- 
riage was announced the rebellion broke 
out anew and Mrs. McKee and her hus- 
band retired from the Harrison home 
and no friendly relations were ever af- 
ter resumed up to the time of the gen- 
eral's death, although h e left his son and 
daughter 8300,000, and every dollar of 
real and personal estate that belonged 
to him at the time of his wife's death 


The only reservations made for his 


second wife and child were whatever 
means he had acquired from his wife's 
death to his own. Never was there a 
fairer or more generous disposition of 
property made in the world than the 
division made to the children of his 
first wife. 


the balance and never found wanting, 
farewell! 


A year ago the entire nation was 


shocked, from the swift flowing tide of 
the St. Lawrence to the yellow banks 
of the Bio Grande. 
A young girl in 


the city of Paterson, in the state of 
New Jersey, was scut out on an errand 
by her mother and as she had not re- 
turned by midnight there was great 
apprehension. 
Then 
a 
messenger 


came to her dwelling the next morning 
and told the maddened mother where 
she could find her child. 
The whole 


city was one scene of excitement when 
it was learned that a crime had "been 
committed almost without a parallel 
in our history. 
The foolish young 


creature, passing a German beer gar- 
den, met three young men with whom 
she had a flirting acquaintance. 
She 


was invited into the saloon to take a 
drink and the party retired to a private 
room. Mixed ale, whisky, champagne 
and knockout drops were eventually 
imbibed and the poor creature, ren- 
dered insensible as a mummy, was led 
to her ruin aid her death. 
It is not 


necessary to recapitulate the horrors 
of that night or the nameless crime of 
which these unhung villains 
were 


guilty. Strangely enough, on search- 
ing the criminal calendar no provision 
was made for a crime like theirs. 
In- 


stead of such a brutal murder being 
visited by the highest punishment 
known to the law, it was discovered 
that the utmost limit of their punish- 
ment was state's prison for a term of 
years instead of the electric chair or 
the gallows. 


The reason of this omission was said 


to be the impossibility of such an 
offence 
being committed, but yet 


within the 
past 
week we were 


brought face to face with a dread- 
ful 
repetition 
of this crime. 
A 


young girl walking out in the evening 
meets a male acquaintance whom she 
had known for some time. 
During 


their walk they met some other young 
men. She was lured into actable which 
belongs to the father of one of the 
boys. There she was brutally assault- 
ed. After laboring for some time try- 
ing to revive her she was left there to 
die. 
She was discovered by the mother 


of one of the boys, who did everything 
in her power to assist her,but miking 
no progress in that direction, she sent 
a message to the girl's family, telling 
her parents where she might be found. 
The whole ease is such a shocking rep- 
etition of the Paterson crime that 
there seems to be a general desire to 
blot from our memories, if possible, 
its recurrence. The police, under the 
new dispensation, made au active hunt 
till the boys were arrested, 
They are 


now in jail and await their trial and 
punishment. 


A special effort is being made for 


suppressing gambling in the city. The 
policy dealers are being hunted like 
wolves, but by some hocus-pocus none 
of the gamblers have been secured. 
Seventeen roulette tables,one hundred 
and forty packs of cards and a number 
of sweat cloths and other gambling 
paraphernalia have been secured, chop- 
ped up and committed to the llames. 
If the report at police headquarters be 
true, there is no more chance to get a 
gig or straddle than there is for one of 
the gambling gang to get past St. 
Pater at the gate of Paradise. 


But the funniest thing in connection 


with this gambling crusade is exposed 
by the Rev. Dr. Huntington, of Grace 
Episcopal church. It is well known 
that Grace is the swell Episcopal 
church of New York, outranking old 
Trinity, which is regarded as the Epis- 
copal cathedral.

Of course children will cry some- 


times. Crying Is an institution that 
cannot be done away with. Crying, 
more or less, is expected with the advent 
of the little stranger, but the more or 
less depends largely on the parents. A 
child can be laughed into a good hu- 
mor. Instead of pitying him at the nu- 
merous little hurts he gets, those that 
are really of no importance, treat 
them as a good joke, laugh at them, 
and the baby will quickly laugh with 
you. It doesn't take long to chase-tile 
tears away. Besides doing away with 
a lot of unnecessary crying it teaches 
him not to inind little hurts and devel- 
ops a brave, manly little fellow. This 
does not apply to serious mishaps, but 
to those numerous little bumps which 
youngsters are continually getting and 
which a little pity quickly magnifies 
into something of importance in child- 
ish eyes.

When the first census of the United 


States was taken in 1790, there were 16 
states and the southwest and north- 
west territories. Tbe returns flxcd the 
population at 3,929,214, while those of 
1900 give over 76.000,000, a fourteen- 
fold growth in 110 years. 


In the first census nothing was 


Bought but the number of inhabitants, 
and the task was assigned to United 
States marshals, who perlomied the 
wort for several censuses. In the cen- 
sus library is a record of tl.e first ceil 
BUS, which shows that the census of 
1790 was ordered in March and com- 
pleted by October. 1701. :i very credita- 
ble showing when the difficulty of com- 
munication is considered. The popula- 
tion was divided into.five clashes—free 
white males of 10 years anil upwar.l, 
including heads of families; free whiU- 
females, including heads of families: 
free while males under 10 years, other 
persons, slaves. Fourteen enumeration 
districts were mapped out of the Hi 
states and the population of Hie towns, 
counties and states given. Ail of the 
states except Maine and Massachusetts 
bad slaves. Virginia led with a popu- 
lation of 747,610 whites and 2D2.000 
slaves. 
North Carolina was second, 


with 393,751 whites and 100.000 slaves. 
Maryland had a population of 422.730 
of which 103,036 were slaves. The slave 
population of the northern states is 
given as follows: 


New Hampshire, 138; Rhode Island. 


948; Connecticut. 2,704; New York, 21,- 
324; New Jersey, 11,423; Pennsylvania 
3,237; Delaware, S.SS7; Vermont. 10. 


Tbe population of the southwest ter- 


ritory was 35,091 whites and 3,417 
slaves. 


The record Is full of errors in calcula- 


tion and addition, but is Interestm? in 
showing how tlie population luis in 
creased and how the n i t of census talc 
ing has developed with the population.

be Reading Railroad Company May Com-

"The Reading railway management 
oes not propose to allow any inroad 
n its territory by the Pennsylvania 
ithout some retaliatory measure, and 
lis has been decided upon by arransre- 
ents to carry out the building of the 
outhwest Pennsylvania railroad, mn- 
iog from Chambersburg, in the Cum- 
srland Valley, to Pittsburg.
